The 
‘method was developed, after obser- 
ving the effects of typhoid injec>

“It wag discovered. thatthe shock 
of the injection had an immediate 
and ‘beneficial effect ‘on rheumatic 
cases, * 

It was found that this could be 
produced by the injection of milk 
or peptone into the blood-stream. 

The shock” is violent, and  pro- 
strates the patient for about two 
hours, after which the effectsa—and 
the rheumatism—wear off. vs 

Biscuit Box Method. ' 

Dr. Slot has also found that local 
injections of iodine in ofl at the site 
of the rheumatic pain brought re- 
lief. 
He has used successfully in home- 
treatment what he calls the “Biscuit 
Box” method. ay 

A’ biscuit box, filled with white 
sand, is‘heated over the ‘fire, and 
into this the rheumatic joint, rubbed 
with liniment; is placed and moved 
about, the sand ‘acting as a radiant 
bath, : co . 
Rheumatic fever was not infecti- 
ous, he eald, and apparently it was 
not infective, because he had in- 
dected blood from children into him- 
self without effect. :

J was greatly struck then by 
their astounding industry, and 
when I came to Hong Kong I had 
further evidence of that indus- 
try, more especially in these Ter- 
ritories, One cannot but he 
struck by the intensive cultiva- 
tion of the flat areas and the 
lower levels, all of which have 
been developed ina wonderful 
manner, 

One of the accidents which 1 
encountered when riding last 
year was being bogged in a 
swamp when I proceeded to ride 
across what looked ‘a harmless 
piece of grass land. My friend, 
Mr. Hallifax, told me afterwards 
that, if I saw a piece of unculti- 
vated grass land in the New Ter- 
ritories, 1 might be sure that 
there was something wrong with 
it, and that it was incapable:.of 
being cultivated. I had to ad- 
mit from bitter experience ie 
he was quite right.

Ships of iden- 
tical design are frequently given /' 
names in the same category, like 
the “County” and “Town” classes of 
eruisera, and'the “Admiral” and 
“Dominion” classes of pre-war 
battleships, though in the battle 
ships the King Edward Vil, ‘was 
included.
